READ THE AMENDMENT. 
During this week the constitution­ 
al am endm ent providing for the re­ 
moval of the capital of the state 
from J efferson City to Sedalia will 
be published in every county in the 
state. 


It is a matter of importance to 
the voters, for, for the first time in 
in the history of the state, they will 
have the opportunity of voting upon 
the question of wheje the capital 
shall be located. 


The am endm ent is of especial in ­ 
terest to the people of Sedalia and 
J efferson City , but it is also of in ­ 
terest to all the citizens and proper­ 
ty owners in the state. 


As a matter of great public inter­ 
est, the D e m o c r a t would urge that 
the am endm ent be fully , fairly and 
impartially discussed. 


Its language is plain and easily 
to 
be 
understood, 
but there are 
som e things not mentioned in the 
am endm ent that should be rem em ­ 
bered. 


In the first place, 
the removal 
under the am endm ent is conditional 
upon the people of Sedalia erecting 
new buildings free of cost to the 
taxpay ers. 


It 
should be remembered that 
under and in pursuance of law, S e ­ 
dalia deposited with the governor a 
bond guaranteeing to perform the 
conditions m entioned in the am end­ 
ment. 


Gov. Stone, an impartial official, 
has issued his proclam ation telling 
the voters of the state officially that 
Sedalia has made a good and suffi­ 
cient bond, ample in amount and in 
security , 
guaranteeing to perform 
all the conditions of the am en d ­ 
ment without cost to the taxpay ers. 
It should be remembered, too, 
that the am endm ent was attacked 
in the courts by J efferson City and 
an injunittion asked restraining the 
secretary of state from submitting 
the am endm ent to a vote of the 
people. 


T he supreme court decided that 
the am endm ent was in all respects 
sufficient, and laid down the law 
that the sovereign 
voters of the 
state had the right to decide upon 
the location of the capital. 


Thus two questions 
have been 
settled by the highest authority in 
the state. 


ist. That the am endment is in all 
respects in proper form. 


2d. That the removal will be made 
without cost to the taxpay ers. 
N ow it is before the people and 
the D e m o c r a t most respectfully in ­ 
vites the press, 
both country and 
metropolitan, 
and 
the leaders of 
public opinion in all sections of the 
state to discuss it fairly and im par­ 
tially — not 
as a Sedalia measure,

May Thr ow Some Light on the 
Silver Question. 


POUND C.iKE VS. ASH CAKE 


A Kioff Who Closed His Mills to Cor n 
Discover ed His Mistake After 
the Exper iment. 


And this is the par able of the 
staff of life: 
In Felicia the Lor d had pr ovided 
two gr ains for br ead, and one of 
these was called wheat, 
and the 
other was called cor n, cr maize. 
And the king had opened a mill 
for the gr inding of these gr ains, 
wher e both wer e gr ound equally, 
without pr ice and without limit. 
The 
land was 
fer tile, 
yielding 
both wheat and cor n; but the gr eat­ 
er yield commonly was of cor n, and 
wheat sold at a higher pr ice among 
the people, because it was scar cer 
and made finer and whiter loaves. 
Yet the two gr ains gave abund­ 
ance and happiness. 
If the wheat 
lacked, the cor n supplied the de­ 
ficiency; if the cor n was scar ce, the 
wheat came in answer to the call 
for br ead, so that no man suffer ed 
of hunger in Felicia. 
And the cor n was ever y man’s 
cr op. 
They who would not gr ow 
whea» gr ew cor n, and they who ate 
no wheat wer e satisfied with the 
cor n gr ound fr eely 
at the king’s 
mill. 
Both in quantity and pr ice the 
two gr ains thus co-oper ated together 
to feed the people, without possi­ 
bility of monopoly and extor tion. 
But Mammon, who distr ibuted the 
gr ains and the flour and the meal 
ther eof to the people, saw how he 
could 
contr ol 
the 
situation 
and 
make a mighty deal in wheat (the 
scar cer gr ain and the mor e to be 
desir ed), if he could per suade the 
king 10 close the mills against cor n. 
And so he sent his pr ofessor s and 
his banker s and his scr ibes and his 
lawyer s to the king, and they said: 
“ 
O, king! 
Wheat 
is 
the 
only 
food fit for thy people. It abounds, 
it is healthful, beautiful and sweet; 
it is mor e desir ed of all men and 
nations; cor n is food only for swine. 
Ther efor e, close thv mills against 
cor n, and allow wheat only to be 
gr ound 
ther ein. 
So 
will 
Felicia 
wax gr eater and gr eater among the 
nations, and with wheat as the sole 
and single staff of life, our people 
will live longer , gr ow r icher and 
r icher , and become the ha])pier as 
the delicious biscuit shall on ever y 
table take the place of the coar se 
and unsavor y ash cake.” 
So it seemed wise to the king; 
for thwith he issued his edict that 
thencefor war d no cor n should be 
gr ound in any of the mills of Felicia, 
which should r emain open only to 
the fr ee and unlimited gr inding of 
golden wheat. 
For a time all things seemed to 
wor k 
well, 
notwithstanding 
the 
edict. 
But soon the people who 
had eaten cor n br ead found that 
they could not tur n their cor n into 
cor n meal,as the mills wer e closed to 
ever ything but wheat. 
Th'^y had 
to eat wheat, or star ve; and lo! by 
r eason of discr imination against it, 
cor n became almost wor thless in 
exchange for wheat, as ever ything 
else had also become by r eason of 
the mill edict. 
And they who had eaten wheat 
only found that it had r isen enor ­ 


mously in pr ice, not simply because 
it had been made the sole staff of 
life, but because Mammon and his 
men had cor ner ed the wheat pr o­ 
duct, which had now become easy, 
as this pr oduct was much less than 
that of cor n and as cor n had been 
excluded fr om the mills and the 
br ead mar ket, and could no longer 
come to the r escue of wheat and its 
consumer s. 
Thus it came to pass that even 
tlie king’s baker was sor ely put to 
it to fur nish the accustomed loaves 
for the r oyal table. 
All the king’s 
household and r etainer s, who had 
for mer ly been ser ved with cor npone, 
had now to be fed on flour . 
So that with 
the r oyal gar neis 
bur sting with cor n, ther e was scant 
br ead on the r oyal table. 
But Mammon & Co. had stor e of 
wheat, and for awhile they cheer ­ 
fully 
took 
the 
king’s or der s (or 
bonds) in exchange for wheat; but 
the people’s or der s, or bonds, wer e 
disdained. Mammon & Co. double 
locking their wheat bins against all 
popular demands, 
insomuch 
that 
the people star ved, while the king 
feasted and still kept a r eser ve or 
sur plus of wheat by a liber al issue 
of r oyal or der s, or bonds, war r anted 
to pr oduce wheat and nothing but 
wheat! 
At length, when the people had 
been dr iven to the last extr emiiy, 
and a famine pr evailed in the land, 
even the king’s bonds wer e r efused 
for wheat by Mammon & Co., un­ 
less he would also put in pawn his 
cr own, his scepter and his thr one! 
And then the eyes and ear s of the 
king wer e par tially opened to his 
pr ostr ate people cr ying for the r e­ 
opening of the mills to cor n.

cake!” 
shr ieked the people, “ 
Give us cor n 
br ead lest we per ish in the midst of 
our abundance.” 
But the sleek Mammon, with his 
por tly pr ofessor s, his bloated bank­ 
er s, his gr easy scr ibes and his lusty 
lawyer s, talked day and night to the 
king:

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TWO ODD STRUCTURES, 


Make N ew Y o rke rs Siarc, But Bo.li 
Are Us3ful, After All. 
For years a structure kncnvu as 
t h e ‘‘spite house,” standi-,* on the 
corner of Lexino^ton 
ev ai ip 
and 
Ninety-first street, has had 
m o 
notoriety as b^iiicf the smalled and 
most 
uncomfortable 
archltoctural 
wonder extant. 
It runs back nearly 120 h* d, 
with 
a width of four feet. It is tli^' si:ind- 
joke of the neighborhood that 
one must move sideways in oi\lpr to 
pass throu<,di the halls. As tlie story 
ifoes, the buildinf^ was erected solely 
in a spirit of pique because the own­ 
er was refused his price 
for Ids 
little strip of land when the adjoin­ 
ing residences were built, and he 
put up the funny building in order 
to shut out air and light from the 
next house. 
Another building on very much 
the same plans is now being erected 
on Melrose avenue, near the corner 
of 
One 
Hundred and 
Sixty-first 
street, though there is no animus or 
spite behind its construction. Henry 
Ubelhor, a tailor, bought the strip 
of land, which is 23 feet long by 4 
in width, for the purpose of erecting 
a store. 
The building, w^hich is now near­ 
ing completion, is an odd-looking 
structure. 
There are two stories 
above the street aini as commodious 
a basement as the cramped quarters 
will allow. 
The entire framework is 
of iron and steel, which obviates the 
necessity of thick foundation walls. 
The structure is being built of 
wood, so to save all space possible, 
and on the ground floor will be the 
show rooms. 
Large windows - in 
fact, a glass front, practically— wall 
illuminate the place, and serve as a 
medium for displaying the dealer’s 
wares. 
In the cellar, which will be some­ 
what larger than the floor space 
above ground, 
will be 
the work­ 
rooms of the shop. 
The second floor 
above the ground will be used as a 
storeroom. 
The distance between 
the inside of the front and rear 
walls will be 36 inches, so that in 
measuring a man for a suit 
of 
clothes he will be obliged to stand 
lengthwise in order not to knock 
his arms against the sides of the 
building. 
Ubelhor does not antici­ 
pate any disadvantage from the un­ 
equal distribution of his space, but 
expects to build up a flourishing 
business in the little building. 
When a Sunday Journal reporter 
saw the building the crew of- work­ 
men numbered two men, 
and 
a 
larger gang would have been in each 
other’s way. 
The whole affair looks 
like a play house for children com­ 
pared to the full-grown structures 
in the neighborhood. — N. Y . Jour­ 
nal. 


THE ARO LIGHT. 


Its Suitability for Lighthouse 
Very 
Seriously Questioned. 
The recent lamentable disaster to 
the Drummond Castle has once more 
raised the debated question of the 
superiority of the arc electric light 
over gas for lighthouse illuminating 
purposes. 
The following facts, 
at 
any rate, have a strong significance 
and would appear to decide emphat­ 
ically in favor of gas or oil. 
Soon 
after the arc light was installed at 
Dungeness the Trinity House yacht 
Galatea went ashore quite close to 
the light and those on board de­ 
clared their utter inability to see it. 
Again, 
in 
1879, 
the 
Bast 
was 
wrecked close to the powerful elec­ 
tric lights at the Lizard, and in 1892 
the Norddeutscher Lloyd steamer 
Eider went ashore within a short 
distance of the electric light of St. 
Catherine’s point. 
Isle of Wight; 
and lastly there is the recent in­ 
stance of 
the Drummond Castle 
striking the rocks in close proxim­ 
ity to the electric light of Ushant, 
which the survivors have stated 
could not be seen. 
All these facts 
raise a very serious question as to 
whether the electric light can be 
trusted in the varied conditions of 
weather constantly met at sea. 
It 
is well known that the rays of the 
electric arc light (powerful though 
they are) are largely absorbed by 
mist, fog or small rain. 
In other 
words, the actinic rays in which the 
electric light abounds fail to pene­ 
trate finely suspended moisture. On 
the other hand, the yellow rays of 
oil or gas are seen under similar con­ 
ditions at a greater advantage and a 
greater distance. 
Possibly it would 
be better if a large battery of incan­ 
descent electric lights were substi­ 
tuted for the arc lamp.— Ix^ndon 
Lancet.

BALL BEARINGS. 


Facts C o n cern in g a Délicat3 Part of 
the Bicycle’s Mechanism . 
Th(‘ chief impnwement, after the 
pneuimitie tiro, of the bicycle over 
the veloi’ipede is the ball bearing by 
which tlio friction 
of the moving 
parts of the modern machine is re­ 
duced. 
Without the ball bearing it 
is 
doubtful if even the pneumatic 
tire would ix>nder the bicycle toler­ 
able. 
Certain it is that the machine 
if it had to run an ordinary bearings 
would never have reached its pres­ 
ent popularity. 
The balls used 
in 
this country are made in Fitchburg, 
Buffalo and Cleveland. 
In the first 
tw’o places the manufacturers make 
their balls by rolling and grinding, 
and the third people form the rough 
blank by rolling with straight line 
movement; the excelsior by moving 
wdth a I'otary fiu?e place movement, 
while the Cleveland blanks are made 
by special screw 
machines. 
The 
balls are afterw^ards finished in all 
three factories by special machines. 
These balls are sold to the trade in 
boxes, each containing 1,000 balls of 
specified size. 
It has been found in 
practice, however, that it is neces- 
.sary for the bicycle manufacturer to 
have the balls gauged and sorted 
into lots which do not vary more 
than onc-four-thousandth of an inch 
in diameter. 
It makes no difference 
in 
a 
cone-adjusted 
ball 
. track, 
whether the balls are a thousandth 
over or a thousandth under a given 
dianieter, but it does make a differ­ 
ence if the balls are not all of the 
same diameter in 
a 
single 
cup. 
“ Flat” balls also give 
the rise to 
serious 
trouble. 
This 
gauging is 
carried out by difTcrcn t makers in 
various ways. 
One method is for a 
workman to watch the balls through 
a magnifying glass as they travel 
down inclined ways, supplied with 
a magnetized steel point. 
The ways 
are closer at the top where they take 
the ball and spread out as they 
come down, so that the ball con­ 
stantly drops nearer and nearer to 
the center as it travels. Its progress 
is constantly retarded by increasing 
friction until it drops through be­ 
tween the 
ways and falls into a 
chute which conveys it to the box 
for use in filling wheels. 
Flat balls 
linger on the way and show eccen­ 
tricities ill their movement, and are 
picked out of the laud of travel with 
the magnetized point. The operation 
is slow and demands great care on 
the part of the attendant, and even 
then this system is not entirely sat­ 
isfactory. 
Other companies employ 
special automatic ball-gauging ma­ 
chines of fine design and construc­ 
tions. 
The most accurate system, how­ 
ever, is tliat of hand-gauging with 
special micrometers, which gives the 
closest approach to uriiformity and 
detects flat balls 
with 
certainly. 
These micrometers are operated ly 
girls, who make six different diam­ 
eter readings for each hall, visual 
record, and sort the halls to tlic 
nearest quarter of one-thousandtli of 
an inch. 
The girls sort 6,000 halls 
in a day’s work, which requires 30 ,- 
0 0 0 readings. 
The o]>eratioii is very 
hard on 
the eyes, 
although 
tlie 
micrometer dials are large aiul the 
light well shaded. 
These girls have 
to pay the closest at ten lion to the 
work and do not engage in con­ 
versation. 
They move the balls and 
micrometer screws with such rapid­ 
ity that it seems almost impossible 
that their readings should be ac­ 
curate, but the balls regauge in their 
micrometers to the sizes designated 
when 
measured 
by other hands. 
Filling the cups is the next opera­ 
tion. 
The operator sets the bicj^cle 
hub and fills the hub with a little 
sheet metal tubular scoop filled from 
a box of balls. 
A round block is 
held in the center of the ball cup to 
keep the balls from falling from the 
scoop into the hub. 
The center 
block is then removed and the oper­ 
ator takes up a cup and, after ap­ 
plying it to the hub, brings the ram 
of the press down with his foot, forc­ 
ing the cup into place and confining 
the balls so that they cannot drop 
out.— Rochester Post and Express.

A FUTILE QUESTION. 


Is Life W orth 
L iv in g ?— W hat Prof. 
dam es Says. 
Therii are certain things 
which 
must be taken for granted and put 
out of discussion if one is to do any­ 
thing worth while with time and 
life. 
The man who is constantly dis­ 
cussing iii his own mind the ques­ 
tion whether life is worth living will 
end by making his own lifo answer 
the question in the negative. 
Ifl the 
ultimate,meaning of life must b^dis- 
covored before going through' the 
process which reveals it, it is dear 
that men and women are in a very 
hopeless condition. 
It would be as 
rational to decide in advance whther 
a young man in the apprentice stage 
will ever paint a good picture, write 
a good book, or build a sound house. 
The possibilities of the germ can 
never be determined in advance of 
its unfolding; and, to put the matter 
on the low basis of experience, no 
man can ever tell whether lifo is 
worth living until ho has actually 
lived. 
Nothing more futile than the 
question: “ Is life worth living?” has 
ever been asked. 
It not oTily de­ 
pends on the way in which a man 
lives, but it also depends on the to­ 
tality of lifo and the sum of all its 
possibilities; and these are matters 
which are still beyond the ken of the 
race. 
The struggle of life, writes 
Prof. William James, may he a sham 
■fight, but it feels like a real fight. 
Every openminded man who is cour­ 
ageously making that fight must 
recognize that ho is dealing with 
real things, not with shadows; that 
he is meeting real obstacles and 
temptations, and winning real vic- 
-tories 
or 
suffering 
real 
defeats. 
Whatever may be said about our 
human experience from the stand­ 
point of happiness, it is certain that 
the note of reality sounds through 
the whole of it. 
It is serious to tlie 
very core, and always full of tragic 
possibilities. 
Moreover, every man 
%vho enters into this vital experience 
earnestly and honestly knows thiit 
it is intensely moral; that is to say, 
moral results follow fast upon every 
kind of activity. 
There is no sham 
element in the struggle from this 
point of view; no spectators are al­ 
lowed on the field; every one is com­ 
pelled to share in the struggle, and 
every one is better or worse in con­ 
sequence. 
These things being so, 
no wise man will ask the question: 
“ Is life worth living?” 
He will live 
first, and so find out what is in life 
and what it means.— N. Y. Outlook.
